PREMIER DEPRECATES 
DISCUSSION OF MATTER 


Government Will Announce Its 
Decision When It Is 
He States 


London, Sept. 14 (4:25 p.m.).— 
Oficial admission that the cabinet 
is seriously debating the subject 
of conscription was made public 
for the first time in the House of 
Commons this afternoon 


The subject was raised when the 
motion for adjournment was made. 
lt was Drought up by both the oppon- 


ents and advocates of conscription. | 


Premier Asquith finally arose and an- 
nounced: 

“This is not a matter which has es- 
caped the attention of the sgoverrn- 
ment, When the government, with- 
out undue delay and with the due 
Geliberation which the gravity of the 
subject demands, have arrived at their 
conclusions they will be presented to 
the house and will then become the 
subject of parliamentary discussion.” 

The premier expressed regret that 
the question of the best way ‘in 
which this country shall meet the call 
to bring the war to a successful con- 
clusion” had become a matter of pub- 
lic controversy. He hoped there 
would ibe no further debate on this 
subject for the present. 

Airship Raid Defense. 

The question of defense against 
airship raids was brought up in the 
Iiouse of Commons, an attempt being 
made to interrogate Thomas J. Mac- 
Namara, financial secretary of the 
admiralty. Mr. MacNamara evaded 
discussion of this point by saying it 
would be improper to give any infor- 
mation in regard to what was (being 

done, 

iThe member who questioned Mac- 
Namara was anxious to know whether 
the government, at this late date, was 
seriously cowshlering for the first time 
the defense of London, and whether 
the admiralty had studied carefully 
the steps so successfully undertaken 
for the ywrotection of Paris from air 
attacks, 

Beyond saying that he could not 
accept the proposition that the gov- 
ernment was not prepared to defend 
London and announcing that Admiral 
Sir Percy M. Scott had already as- 
sumed his duties in charge of the 
gunnery defenses of London against 
aircraft, Mr. MacNamara declined | to 
be drawn out,
